In response to the Statement of Reasons for Allowance (PTO Paper No. not assigned) 
dated February 17, 2005, Applicants submit the following comments. 

While Applicants believe that all of the claims are allowable and patentably distinguish 
over the prior art, Applicants do not acquiesce that patentability resides in each of the listed 
features, exactly as expressed in the claims, nor that each and every feature referred to in the 
claims is required for patentability.
